. INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 13.—Silas 
P. Jones, of Mt. Vernon, one of United 
States Marshal W. H. Hawkins' depu- 
ties, resigned his office last ni^bt and 
will to-day bring suit against the mar- 
shal for back salary. Jones is a farm- 
er, and has been for years chairman of 
the democratic committee of Posey 
county. Incidental to his resignation 
he makes some very serious ehargos 
against the marshal. Tho government 
allow s^he marshal for the district of 
Indiana $0,000 per year if the receipts 
of his office produce that much above 
the expenses of the office, the latter in- 
cluding the pay of clerks and deputies, 
but all net receipts over $3,000 must be 
turned over to the treasury depart- 
ment. Jones avers that in order to 
keep the receipts within the ¥0,000 
limit, John E, Foley, chief clerk of the 
office, has receipted to the marshal for 
more salary than hoe been paid him, 
and has receipted for greater sums 
as office expenses than were paid. 
Jones declares that this has been a 
practice in the office for years, under 
republican as well att democratic in- 
cumbents. 


Marshal Hawkins is not in the city, 


but his chief clerk, Foley, denies that 
there has been any irregularity. 'He de- 
clares that it has always been the prac- 
tice to divide up all the receipts of the 
office above the marshal's salary among 
the employes of the oflice, counting thr 
"divide" as salariea.

A BAD COLLISION 


Between Two Steamara Juat Below the 


Narrows—A Wild Panic. 


New YOHK, Aug. 12.—The steamboat 


Waterbury, on her regular daily trip 
to the fishing banks, ran into the Sandy 
Hook steamboat Monmouth, belonging 
to the Central railway of New Jersey, 
just below the Narrows, about 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. A dense fog which 
obscured all objects on the water at 
the time was one of the causes of the 
collision. 


The Waterbury' was crowded with 


several hundred excursionists from this 
city and Williamsburg, and the Mon- 
month was packed with one-half the 
usual morninj? crowd of business men 
on their way to the city from New Jer- 
sey coast resorts, 


There was a panic on board both 


boats. Four men jumped from the 
upper deck of the Waterbury to the 
deck of the Monmouth and sustained 
slight bruises. There was a general 
rush for life preservers, and only the 
coolness of the officers of tho Water- 
bury, aided by some of the passengers, 
kept dozens from jumping from the 
boat to the Monmouth or into the 
water. 
Women shrieked, 
children 


cried and men struggled for the life 
preservers. The boats drifted apart 
and lost sight of each other in the fog 
before cither could ascertain the ex- 
tent of each other's injuries. 


On board the Monmonth the deck 


along the port side was ripped up for 
nearly forty feet. The sides of half a 
dozen of the cabins were also torn out 
No one was injured beyond a few 


ight bruises and the nervous shock 


caused by the crash. It was thought 
on board the Monmouth that the Wa- 
terbury had sustained more serious in- 
juries. Part of her deck was torn up, 
and the sU'rn of the vessel appeared to 
be wrencheJ loose above the water 
line.

And Foreign Cumbrous mud Unintelligent 
Ideas Should Be Guarded Apilrat. 


It is natural enough, In thinking of 


Immigration, to dwell upon the influx 
of poverty and vice. Even forty years 
years ago tho "Know-Nothings"—who 
took the question, so to speak, by the 
wrong end in wishing to refuse citizen-, 
ship to all foreigners rather than to 
keep out undesirable citizens—were1 
alarmed by the fact that foreign-born 
paupers and foreign-born criminals out- 
numbered the, native paupers and crim- 
inals ten to one. 


But there are other arguments of, 


weight Here is one: Foreign indus- 
trial methods are slow, heavy and me- 
chanical; American methods arc quick, 
Ingenious, labor-saving. When we re- 
member that already in our fifty larg- 
est manufacturing cities over forty per 
cent of tho workers are of foreign 
birth, may we not reasonably fear from 
a larger proportion of foreign labor the 
Infusion of old world routine, unintelli- 
gent ways, and In the end lower pro- 
ductiveness and lower wages? 


An instance of just the reverse of thU 


may prove It by contrast A great Ber- 
lin arms works was founded by a Ger- 
man trained in America. 


He introduced the American system 


of working. His thousand employes 
are paid almost double the usual Ger- 
man wages. 
American labor-saving 


machines are used. As a result, tho 
superintendent says, "It pays us well to 
pay this high rate of wages. It Is 
economically the cheapest way. Best 
paid men produce the cheapest" Thus, 
intelligent sklU and carefulness are at 
& premium. 


But another result has been to in- 


sure to this flrm the bitter hostility 
both of other employers who dare not 
follow the example, and of somo labor 
unions which want good and bad work- 
men to be paid alike. 


While we give our best wishes to this 


interesting trial of American methods 
abroad, let us be careful on our side not 
to adopt cumbrous and unintelligent fa 
dustrial Ideas from our rapidly increas 
ing foreign labor population.—Youth's 
Companion. 


JACK RABBIT ROUND UP& 


ta Which Tbouudi An Corralled u« 
Killed to S«T» California Vineyards. 
"The people out in Fresno county 


California, are getting ready for their 
annual round-up and slaughter of jack 
rabbits," said Nathan Levy, a leading 
rineyardlat of Fresno, "If it vmsn1 
(or this early spring systematic raid on 
those destructive peats we would have 
scarcely a vineyard or an orchard lef 
In southern California. On one day hi 
March, generally between the 10th ant 
15th, the grape and small fruit growers 
collect together hi their respective dis- 
tricts and beat the country thoroughly 
to drive tbe ewnrmlng jack rabbits 
from their hiding places into immense 
wire enclosed corrals, where they are 
at the mercy of their pursuers, and 
knocked in the head with clubs by the 
thousand. I have known 15,000 jack 
rabbits to be slaughtered hi this way 
hi a lew hours. More than that these 
rabbits are such prolific breeders *ha' 
every one killed in March or Apr! 
means that there will be twenty-five or 
thirty leas than there would have been 
if the rabbits knocked in tho head In 
the spring had been permitted to live 
until fall. These round-ups are the 
only means we have ever discovered br 
which tbe jack rabbit pest baa been kepi 
UOWIL The rabbits are unduly fond o 
the yonng~Bhoots of the grapevines, 
when they make their appearance ii 
the spring, and of the tender bark o: 
prune, plum and other fruit trees, when 
the sap starts. I have known twenty 
acres of vineyard ruined in a single 
night by the cropping of the shoots by 
these animals, and whole orchards o 
{valuable bearing trees killed by the 
rabbits girdling them.. Poison, traps 
and guns failed to kill off the rabbits 
tost enough, and fruit growing in t 
part of California would necessarily 
nave been to a great extent abandoned 
)f a Fresno county genius hadn't evolvec 
the corralling idea five years ago. The 
rabbits are driven into the great wire- 
inclosed pound by hundreds of people 
>—men, women and children—closing in 
around them and preventing them from 
going in any other direction, except the 
one that leads them into the corraL 
Different districts have different days 
for setting out on the round-up, and 
the slaughter goes on through March 
and April. It is safe to say that 100,000 
jack rabbits are thus killed every spring 
ia that part of the state. As at thai 
$eason of tbe year this big rabbit's 
flesh Is In in excellent condition an< 
the animal is highly esteemed a* 
food, a twofold benefit is derived from 
this great yearly slaughter. Tbe Cali- 
fornia jack rabbit is tbe biggest rabbit 
tn existence, one five feet long belnf 
hot uncommon. They are as fleet as 
the wind, but will sit still on t heir- 
forms or by tbe roadside until you havo 
almost grabbed them by their mule 
like cars, but. before you have closec 
your fingers on them there will be no 
rabbit there, but if you look thirty or 
forty yards ahead you will see what 
yon think is another one humped up in 
a fluffy bunch, waiting for you in tho 
same way. But it won't be another1 
rabbit It will bo the same one. Thei 
are as swift and sudden as tbe fleas tha 
Bwarm on them as soon as the summei 
comes. These fleas are so thick upon 
the jack rabbit, and are so ravenous 
that they have actually reduced the 
long-eared, four-footed jumper to f 
ekelcton by the time the fall rains Be 
in. If it wasn't for those regular fill 
rains the fleas would be of great service 
to us in destroying tho rabbit pest, foi 
the rabbits could not stand out mani 
days longer against the assaults of th« 
lively parasites. But the fall rains are 
fatal to the Seas. The water kills them 
and washes them off of the rabbits am 
the latter pitch in on our vineyards an( 
orchards and grain with sharpened ap> 
petites.—N. Y. Sun.
